ARMY IN PHILIPPINES 


To Be Reduced to Forty Thouiaad 


Men or*P«rhup» Even Less 


•Washington, May 0.—After a careful 
consideration of the sitiiation in the 
Philippines as it exists today, ihe ad- 
ministration lias decided to reduce the 
army in the islands to 40,000 men. The 
epinion prevails here that this number 
•will be ample for ihe present needs of 
the service in the islands, and if condi- 
tions continue to improve in the satis- 
factory manner that has been shown in 
the past few months, the force may be 
reduced still further. The expectation 
of the war department is that all the 
volunteers now in the Philippines will 
have left the islands by the end of June, 
leaving only the regulars on duty there. 
Following the departure of the volun- 
teers will come the regulars who were 
sent to Manila in 189S, just after the 
outbreak of hostilities, and their move- 
ment home will continue u»Hil tiv force 
in reduced ^ojipjHxiiimately 40,000 men.

EMPIRE WILL DO ITS BEST 


To Expedite Matters and Resume 


Peaceful Pursuits—Partition Would 
1/oad to Serious Difficulties and 
Disputes—Stories of Looting Untrat 


New York, May 6.—The coming num 


ber of Leslie's Weekly will contain an 
article by Minister E. II. Conger, who 
has lately returned to this country, ou 
the Chinese situation. Mr. Conger says 
in part: 


Unles9 matters have changed vcrj 


materially since I left China, six weeks 
ago, the powers will rench some con 
elusion in regard to China very soon. 
Of course it is difficult for 11 men to 
agree on any thing, especially when they 
have 11 governments with 
different 


views behind them. 
China is perfectly 


willing to do anything that the powers 
agree upon—Uiat is, anything within hei 
ability to accomplish. 
She is only too 


anxious to expedite these matters, and 
hold down to peaceful pursuits again 
Of course the powers must not demand 
an indemnity which China will be phys- 
ically unnble 1o raise. 
It is possible 


that China will not be able to meet 
quite all the expenses of the war, but 
even if there should be a slight balance 
left on the "vrong side it would pay the 
powers far better to abate a little in 
the amount of their demands and allow 
trade to commence again than to insist 
on the last farthing and deluy the re- 
newal of commercial relations. 


It is not certain that, finally, some 


nation may not demand territory of 
China, in lieu of a money indemnity. 
It is perfectly certain that if any na- 
tion dpes make this demand, the parti- 
tion of China will follow, and this will 
inevitably cause much dissension be- 
tween the powers. 
These difficulties 


and disputes would be long in the set- 
tling, and would lead to terrible con- 
fusion in China. No man can tell how 
long it would be before the country 
would be peaceful, and there would be 
constant strife between the powers and 
the provinces which they attempted to 
govern—all this to the detriment of 
trade.

?60,000 to support Mrs. Ilerron and her 
four children. 


Dr. Herron, who Is a mild mannered 


man, appeared astounded when he 
read the attack of Dr. Newell D. Hlllls 
the other night, when he refused to ap- 
pear on the same platform with Dr. 
Herron at the invitation of the Get 
Together club of New York. After two 
hours of deliberation he decided that 
he would mak« no reply. 


"I made a vow at the beginning of 


my trouble," he said, "that I would 
not talk about it for public pernsal. 1 
intend to keep that vow. They may 
crucify use to the cross or burn me at 
the stake, and I w411 not reply."

Interesting Review of Various 


Systems Adopted by Powers. 


FSEKOH METHOD PLEASES NATIVES 


Inhabitant* "Well Sutlttfled With «K« 


Co-operation of Foreign AathorU 
tie«. Wiik the Chinese—Japanese 
Have He-stored Their Powers to Na- 
tives—Germans Govern Directly. 


A most interesting statement of the 


manner in which the various govern- 
ments are carrying on the nilministra- 
tive work at Peking is given iu a pri- 
vate letter received at one of the for- 
eign establishments to Wauhington 
from au official In that city who has 
had much to do ia the work of organ- 
ization and negotiation. It takes up 
each of the various systems—British, 
French, American, German aiid Japa- 
nese—and shows how curb is accom- 
plishing good tiipng various lines, says 
the Washington Star. 
The essential 


point, brought out ia that the German 
system preserves its German identity, 
both civil and military. The British, 
American and Japanese administrations 
are largely adaptations of the Chinese 
system, suited to present conditions; 
the French is somewhat- a combination 
of the two systems, partially European 
and partially Chinese in its administra- 
tion. The letter says in part: 


"After the taking of Peking the city 


and the suburbs were divided into sev- 
eral sections, the occupation of which 
had. been intrusted to the different 
powers, who were given full liberty 
to govern the section under their care. 
Various methods were adopted to that 
end, and as these methods have now 
been thoroughly tested it may be of 
value to give an Idea of their operation. 


"The Japanese have restored his pow- 


ers to the prefect of Peking, a inaa- 
darin who happened to live in the sec- 
tion of the city allotted to them. But 
imfortunately that Chinese official, be- 
lieving himself to be still a prisoner, is 
generally idle, nnd as a result the un- 
ruly characters of that quarter take ad- 
vantage of his inaction. 


"The English Imvo intrusted much of 


their administration to Chinese- inter- 
preters and to tbe local literati. Some 
of theue tako advantage of their tem- 
porary powers to the extent, unfortu- 
nately, of making money out of the 
people. 
The Americans follow prac- 


tically tbe same policy as the English- 
that Is, tbo administration is intrusted 
to a considerable extent to the Chi- 
nese members of the literati and to in- 
terpreters, and with about the same re- 
sults as those attained by the English. 


"The Germans, on the contrary, gov- 


ern their section directly and do it 
with the scrupulousness and punctuali- 
ty typical of them. They receive the 
taxes, levy contributions, etc., but in 
carrying out the police regulations 
they are liable to misuse their author- 
ity through the lack of familiarity 
with the native customs. 


"The French have inaugurated a co- 


operation of the foreign and the local 
authorities. 
On one hand, good order 


is assured by a commission at the head 
of which is one Chinese official and one 
member of the legation. The commis- 
sion has established military stations 
at various well chosen points and has 
thus succeeded in maintaining quiet 
throughout this section. On the other 
hand, the municipal administration has 
been left to a council of notables, com- 
posed of 30 members, of whom one- 
fourth must be Christians. The coun- 
cil is intrusted with the administration 
of justice, the military authority only 
coming in to repress acts of rebellion 
and of armed robbery, which,' by the 
way, are unusual occurrences, thanks 
to the vigilance of the military. 


"The council of notables has made 


the census ot the population, improved 
the roads and organized the lighting of 
the streets— heretofore an unknown 
thing. 
For the requirements of tho 


soldiers supplies are given without the 
usual vexations delays or requisition. 
The inhabitants have shown them- 
selves well satisfied with this system, 
uniting, as it does, the advantages of 
European administration ana the ob- 
servance of local usage, tbo latter be- 
ing made known by Chinese cola bor- 
ers. It therefore occurs that not only 
at Peking, Sut also through the prov- 
ince of Pe-chi-li, the Chinese frequently 
request to be governed by this system 
of co-operation."

THE CHALLENGER'S SPEED 


, 
The news cabled from Southampton 


SSaturday regarding the speed shown 
by Shamrock II in her first trial spin 
.jwaa a little disquieting, It was to the 
effect that the challenger was a re- 
snarkable boat, faster than Shamrock 
I, faster than! anything ever seen on 
Ithe other side of the Atlantic. The 
captain tof the first Shamrock was re- 
ported as considering his boat out- 
classed and looking upon the Ameri- 
ca's cup already back in England. Sir 
tfThomas Lipton was jubilant and it 
•seemed as if there was little use in 
launching the "Confetitution" at Bris- 
tol tonight to defend the cup. 


This may all be true, but it will be 


^better to wait a day or so before we 
tome to the conclusion that the cup 
piust go back. It must have been ob- 


served that at no time in Saturday's 


fepin were the two Shamrocks in seri- 
pus contest. In fact they seemed to be 
'•keeping out of each other's way. And 
today we received a despatch -making 
the statement that the old boat beat 
the new one in a seven-mile spin by 
& minute and a few seconds. 


Perhaps we shall not be allowed to 


know just how swift or how slow the 
challenger is until she sets sail in ear- 
nest in the struggle for the cup. How- 
ever, we must keep watch of her. The 
cable Saturday said: 


"The condition's today were exactly 


those in which the challenger was ex- 
pected to ehow at her best, but even 
allowing this, beyond a doubt, she has 
more than fulfilled the expectations of 
her most ardent admirer. 
The wind 


in which she passed Ryde was such as 
might take her round an. America's 
cup course just inside of the time limit 
and in these conditions she gave a 
display never before equalled on this 
Bide of the Atlantic. 


"After spending a couple of hours- 


clipping about in light winds off Cowes 
the challenger made a long board to 
ward Ryde. There fresher winds Wre 
met, and, going- along with all can- 
vas drawing- well, the Shamrock II 
footed ahead in a way little short of 
marvellous. The pweetness of her hull 
was shown by the smoothness of her 
going through th-» v.-ater, and under 
today's- conditions the Shamrock II ia 
certainlyi a marvel in this respect The 
•wash from her 'c-e bow was plight and 
the weather •?".-.r.:- from her quarter 
Jittle more than rippled the surface." 


To judge from this Shamrock II but 


touches the wafer and flies along with 
the speed of the wind. This would be 
marvelous indeed. 
But 
there is too 


much. In it to believe. 


poor work in malting man in such a way 
that more than about so much happi- 
ness spoils him.

PR. PARKHCRKT TROUBLED 


Rev. Dr. Parkhurst told 
his New 


rYork congregation some disagreeable 
truths yesterday. The doctor was

little troubled because he rouldn't rec- 
oncile "human nature." and, the devout 
attitude." 


Dr. Parkhurst has the old-time idea 


that God is the source of all blessings 
and that humanity should ever recog- 
nize this and always be thoughtful. 
But he is confronted with a modern 
idea" that obtaias in some circles. In the 
circles wher« most blessings are en- 
Jo'yed, This modern conception, which 
distresses Dr. Parkhurst. is a concep- 
toln that puts God and the family 
physician, on a par, both to be called 
upon In times of need and both to be 
kept out of the reckoning when things 
run smoothly. And, 
accepting 
Dr. 


Parkhurst'a statements, this highly 
Utilitarian vfew of God is put 
into 


practice In a very utilitarian way by 
some people. For instance, instead of 
taking- the trouble to personally in- 
voke the powers of the Creator some 
people just ring, up their pastor, tell 
him what they want and ask him to 
address the Almighty and make it all 
right for them, This saves time and 
doesn't interfere with social demands. 
It is aulte a labor saving invention. Dr. 
Parkhurst tells about it: 


"Pastors are often asked to put up 


;" prayers for those In distress, disap- 


pointment, bereavement, indigence; yet 
a man who is making money needs 
more praying for than the man who la 
loslns; it.

The words of the text itrs as modern 


as If uttered but yesterday, and the 
ink not yet dry, he said. Thsy apply 
to this very1 occasion, to every phase 
of life today as much as they clH cen- 
turies ago- when they were uttered. Th? 
bible is a book of power. Books of 
knowledge are often out of date. Take 
for Instance the geography your father 
used. Look up the deserts and other 
points. How changed they are today. 
Take the books of physics; you find 
nothing of the x-ray. But take the 
books of power, take Plato, Dante, 
Shakespeare, Emerson, and the 
like, 


and they come to you today with a 
calming, steadying influence. They are 
youngest when oldest. 


The bible comes under this head. If 


is always timely, always with helps for 
every1 emergency in life, always sound, 
helpful and comforting. It is plain so 
that even, a child may understand it;

Etliicslu Ule Schools 


Ethics in, the common schools was 


the subject treated by Superintendent 
I. F. Hall In the Universalist church 
last evening, it being the second of the 
Sunday evening ethical series. The 
talk described some of the 
qualities 


developed in the schools, giving a pro- 
longed definition of the term ethics, 
with illustrative applications to the 
subject. 


The statement, ethics in the common 


schools, Mr. Hall said, expresses a re 
lation between the terms ethics and 
common schools, and a, close 
relation 


by the word "in," It speaks of our 
schools as the common schools, not the 
public schools, for the common was 
the term used by our forefathers, and 
the term which best signifies their idea 
in founding the school system of Amer- 
ica. The common schools 
are 
the 


schools provided for the common use, 
opening their doors to rich and poor, 
nob'e and ignoble .white and 
black 


alike. 


Ethics was defined 
bv 
Mr. HaU 


as the science of right living-, but it 
might be amended so that it should be 
defined as the science and 
art 
of 


right living, for science is knowledge 
put in order and art is knowledge put 
to practice. 


Right living, then, is a theme of 


Importance. By examining its elements 
we shall sec how it is "in" the public 
schooln. The chief plements cC right 
living are manliness, brothcrliness and 
childlikeness. Manliness 
comes first, 


and then in the evolution of humanity 
comes brotherllness, svfiich has been in 
existence enough 
to speak of only 


during the iast two or three centuries. 
ChiTBUkeness is that quality, trustful- 
ness, which tho Master had in mind 
when he said to his quarreling dis- 
ciples, "Unless ye become as this little 
child. yr> cannot enter the kingdom of 
heaven." 


The question asked by the subject of 


the evening is, therefore, how can the 
science and art of living a life of man- 
liness, brotherliness and childlikeness, 
be in the common schools. By analyz- 
ing these Qualities still further we cofn 
see more clearly. The elements of man 
linesa are singleness of purpose or per- 
sistency, breadth of view and nobil- 
ity of character. Brotherliness is the 
brotherly attitude of community life, 
while childlikeness is trustfulness. 


In maktog the applications of these 


definitions, Mr. Hail spoke largely by 
illustrations 
drawn 
from 
his own 


school exoericnce. 
We find a'l this in the common schools, 
he said in substance, because they are 
taught to inherit properly. Children 
enter the schools full of life and en- 
ergy ana instead of repressing this en- 
tirely, they are taught to direct it in 
the proper directions. The first cle- 
ment, manliness, is taught by the train 
Ingr of the will, for instance. But more 
important than this is t»e development 


of the spirit of brotherhood, teaching 
children to live in a c-omrnunity. What 
better place than the common schools 
for teaching: children, 
the soirit of 


common living. J hope the time . will 
never come when private schools will, 
through the distinctions of wealth, or 
religion or for any reason, take the 
place of the common schools. It is the 
common schools which develop the so- 
cial attitude that is needed, while they 
also develop trustfulness through the 
teacher's own devotion and wisdom of 
method. 


We are familar with the words, at 


the end of every proclamation by the 
governor, "God save 
the 
common- 


wealth" and one of the best things In 
the cornmonweatlh is 
the 
common 


school system.

In Demand at High Wasei. 


Every time the second hand in the 


big clock on the Stock Exchange ticked 
off 60 seconds on Tuesday, April 30, se- 
curities approximating §1,000,000 chang- 
ed hands. All speculation records were 
broken, and the high water mark was 
set 662,820 shares higher than ever be- 
fore, says the New York World. On 
the New York Stock Exchange between 
10 a. m. and 3 p. m. 3,314,100 shares 
were bought and sold. Everybody was 
speculation mad—millionaires, messen- 
gers, clerks, bankers, office boys, scrub- 
women, financiers. • Never was there 
such a day. Everything went up. Con- 
servation, precaution, foresight, knowl- 
edge, business—all were thrown to the 
winds. Everybody wanted to buy, no- 
body to sell.. The madness seized ev- 
erybody. 


The New York Stock Exchange has 


moved to the Produce Exchange while 
Its old building in New street is being 
razed, and a new splendid pile is be- 
ing erected. 
With limited facilities, 


with telephones hardly in working or- 
der, with members not yet accustomed 
to their bearings, Tuesday was a day 
that made history. 


Ontside in the street the mighty com- 


motion of 1,500 brokers trying to buy 
and sell at the same time in the face 
cf a tremendously rising market at- 
tracted a crowd of 2,000 people. They 
filled Whitehall street and 
Beaver 


street, drawn by a riot of ecstatic spec- 
ulation. 
The Broadway cars were 


blocked by the crowd. Inside was bed- 
lam. Union Pacific, once a drug on the 
market, was mounting by point jumps, 
Only a little while ago it had been be- 
low 100. Monday it touched 117. The 
next day it soared above 120. 


"Morgan's in it." 
This was enough to send any stock 


soaring. Nobodr wanted to sell; every- 
body wanted to buy.

to hungry brokers. Not a man of them 
dared leave his post on the floor for 
more than a mouK-nt. 


"Steel! Steel! Steel!" 
That was tbe cry all day long. The 


billion dollar trust was booming. Mor- 
gan's magic had made it. Men wanted 
it at any price. I'p, up, up went the 
price. Tafbot J. Taylor, son-in-law of 
James K. Keene. took 100,000 shares of 
United States Steel alone. Every tinio 
it broke a triflo the Morgan brokers 
rushed into the ring and bought all the 
stock in sight. 


"Keene's a bull!" was the cry- 
It was true. The veteran bear had 


realized that everything was going up, 
and he was in to buy, not sell, as of 
yore. He had been wise enough to 
foresee the second triumph of sound 
money, and he had switched off. "He's 
made $20,000,000 since the rise." was 
the gossip everywhere, and thousands 
rushed in to duplicate his wonderful 
winnings. 


Every rule of speculation was knock- 


ed to flinders. Weeks ago conserva- 
tive bankers and brokers began warn- 
ing their clients against overspecula- 
tion. They were of the opinion that 
prices were high enough even with un- 
paralleled prosperity. They might just 
as well have talked to the winds 
Since that time the market has given 
them the lie. Great fortunes have boon 
piled up. All stocks of any value have 
advanced from 10 to 25 points. Intoxi 
cated with success, speculators have 
scorned the warnings of the wise 
Their resources seem boundless. Tues- 
day's record for tbs day amounted to 
2,314.100 shares, this means C02.840 
Shares an hour and 11,047 a minute.

They had realized 
what was coming, and a good win 
meant more than their -places. They 
swarmed about the new Stock Ex- 
change, gambling mad, wild to hear the 
news. 
They even distrusted the tick- 


ers because they could not get the 
news out fast enough. 


"Gates has made $2,000,000!" was the 


cry. 


It was true. The story of how he 


marketed 50,000 shares of Steel com- 
mon at an average of r>4 was In every 
mouth. This netted him $300,000 alone. 
His friends declared that he was §5,- 
000,000 richer than be was a year ago. 
Nobody denied it. 


Other fortunes piled up rapidly. 


Clerks suddenly resigned their jobs be- 
cause they had to watch their rapidly 
Increasing holdings. 
Messenger boys 


•who could be depended upon got a 100 
per cent Increase. 
Bookkeepers that 


ivere glad to work for $100 a month a 
year ago found themselves worth $50 a 
week to their employers if they would 
only keep away from the ticker. 


"At the market!" was the order from 


every lip. 


Ordinarily an order is to buy or sell 


at a certain figure. People were only 
too glad on Tuesday to buy or sell at 
what they could get—"at the market," 
th~e price prevalent at the moment 
United States Steel common advanced 
to 55 under heavy buying. Then tbe 
great Chicago pool threw 60,000 shares 
upon the market, and tbe price broke 
to 53%. It closed at 53% on a resump- 
tion of the buying. 


London was one of tbe heaviest pur- 


chasers of this stock. It Is said that a 
group of the shrewdest American bro- 
kers have gone over there to work up 
an interest in United States Steel. Tho 
fruit of their work was shown in the 
announcement on Tuesday that al- 
though the London Stock Exchange 
would take a holiday the curb market 
where the United States Steel stocks 
are dealt in would keep open all day. 


"Vanderbilt wants Union Pacific 1" 


was the next rumor. 


At once tho stock began to boom. 


Once upon a time it never paid a cent 
of dividend, and if it moved a point a 
week it was wonderful. But the Van- 
derbilt brokers were buying, and tho 
Burlington people seized every share 
they could get. 


The story started that the Vauder- 


bilts wanted it and that Union Pacific 
was about to accept the terms proposed 
by the Chicago and Korthwestern peo- 
ple. A week ago the TJnioa Pacific de- 
clined to turn over its property to the 
Vanderbilts and accept C per cent guar- 
antee. 
The story that the deal had 


been closed started the Union Pacific 
boom. 


Then the whispered name of Morgan 


set International Power going. It is to 
be the great locomotive trust of the fu- 
ture. Keene & Morgan, brokers, bought 
every share in sight. Up it went by 
leaps and bounds. From 79% on Mon- 
day it jumped to 85 the next day. 


There are a number of big pools in 


the market which are working quietly. 
They are picking up stocks every day 
on reactions and marketing them on 
the rallies. So groat is this in and out 
trading that tbe bookkeepers \p the 
brokers' offices find it almost impossi- 
ble to keep up with their work. 


Since this speculation began the sal- 


aries of bookkeepers in Wall street 
have been doubled. Good bookkeepers 
who las,t November could be employed 
for §100 a month can command $50 a 
week nowadays. 


The great boom in speculation is 


helping the employees. Many houses 
have picked up active messenger boys 
from the various messenger agencies 
who formerly made from $3 to $10 a 
week and are paying them $15 a week. 
Some bright messenger boys, it is said, 
are making from $10 to $15 a day in 
tips for extra alertness. 


The Stock Exchange clearing bouse 


has given every employee an extra 
month's salary. Even the scrubwomen. 
In the big buildings have benefited by 
the tremendous boom. When a Wall 
srreet broker is prosperous, he is lavish 
with his tips. 


These are great days for Wall street, 


and nobody Is complaining. Every- 
body wants to see the tremendous pace 
keep np as long as it is so profitable. 
A bull market means money for every- 
body. The people who stay in too long 
will be the only sufferers when the col- 
lapse conies. Even those who are the 
most bullish now admit that a crash is 
inevitable, but they are hoping that it 
will not come until they have marketed 
their stocks.

Western CsMSSias Expects His Process 


to ilnke Klna King of the Market. 
Electfolylie Slet&csJ Foan<l MucJi 
More Rapid In Action Than the 
Present System. 
The New York Herald's European 


edition recently published the follow- 
ing from Us London correspondent: 


Senator Clark's visit to Europe is 


likely to contirm his claim to the title 
of "copper king" In a vray that he 
did not anticipate when he set out to 
round up the Rio Tinto mine into the 
new amalgamation. When he returns 
to America, i:ot onlj will he be in a 
position to disregard the opposition of 
the Caiujiet ;ui'l Ilecla mine, but he 
will be tibie to dictate terms to every 
copper foundry in the United States 
If a ile:sl which I heard of the other 
day goes through. 


This deal means the acquisition by 


the iloUaiia senator of a newly dis- 
covered process by which bars, sheets 
and tubes can be manufactured from 
the crude material almost at the pit's 
mouth. 
Tliis w ill uio.in a sa-i ing of 


somethir.i: like !>luO per ton on the fin- 
ished traterial. 


Thy i roccbS is electrolytic and is 


clo&uly analogous to the electrolytic 
retininir method by which 200,OuO tons 
of copper wore reflued in the United 
States last year. 
The new process 


uses the same amount of electrical 
energy per ton of metal as the old, 
but is worked at a rate ten times great- 
er, and in melting a rate 20 times 
greater is said to ha's e been success- 
fully used. 


The manufacture of copper articles 


direct from- the crude metal has long 
engaged the attention of inventors, in 
view of the enormous profits accruing. 
Many attempts have been made, but 
hitherto all alike have been unsuccess- 
ful or only partially successful. The 
new process is said not only to over- 
come the knoun 'difficulties, but by an 
ingenious contrivance, automatic in its 
action, to have effected a marvelous 
improvement o\ or all inethodb hereto- 
fore known. 


Mr. David Cook, an electrical engi- 


neer, who carriad out the lighting of 
the city of London, gave tne .some im- 
portant data regarding the process, 
which, he scys, will revolutionize the 
copper industry. 
"I had some tubs 


made by tills process," ho said, "which 
stood a tost up to 3,0^0 pounds per 
square inch without phowing a sign of 
weakness, tbe ordinary test being GOO 
pounds. To f-how how it would work, 
say in the Anaconda mine, where 100 
tons of copper are electrolytically ro- 
ilned daily In 1,-i'io vats, covering 
something iikr 05 acrew of ground, only 
100 vats wouhl be rt'<juirpJ by the nrw 
process.

Bollder of the Wise Kays It Will 


Charge $2.CO a Ton For Freight as 
AKaiaKt $7.SO Canal Wll! Have to 
Ctar»c—Will Have Harbor* at Both 
Ends. 
The great British rival to the isth- 


mian canal, according to a special ca- 
ble dispatch from London to the New 
York Journal, is a railway which is be- 
ing built across Mexico's narrowest 
point. This will be mainly an exten- 
sion of the Tebuantepec line, built by 
tie Mexican government to connect the 
gulf of Mexico with the Pacific, wi'ica 
has no terminal facilities. 


S. Pearson & Co. of London are re- 


constructing the railway into an Jnter- 
oceanic freiglf thoroughfare under an 
agreement made two years ago, tLe 
Mexican government leasing the road 
to the British for 50 years. 


The line will be ready within fou? 


years. 
Two thousand men are work- 


Ing, personally supervised by Sir Weet- 
maE Pearson. Harbors are being con- 
structed at both ends affording anchor- 
age to the largest vessels. Pearson 
says: 


"We hope for 2,000,000 tons yearly on 


the railway. If the Xicaraguan canal 
carries that, it will have to charge 30 
shillings a ton to make 4 per cent 
against our charge of 10 shillings. 
Again, there will be a saving of time. 
We shall handle a ship's cargo iu ona 
day against three spent in the canal. 


""We have the best of the distance 


and a start of fuDy five years. Though 
the road is 190 miles long, it has 900 
bridges of iron and stone, which, with 
the steel railSj are coming from Ameri- 
ca." 


J. Pierpont Morgan has the greatest

MACHINE TO LIGHT FIRES. 


Jfo More Early RUing In the Cold Foe 


HonnevviveB nt Kiioxvllle. 


That ancient controversy in humble 


households as to who shall get tip first 
la. the morning and start the fire In the 
kitchen stove has aroused the inventive 
Instincts of one John M. Leek of Knos- 
Tille, and Mr. Leek, by rising early 
mornings and working bis wits hard, 
has produced and patented a machine 
which he •warrants "will settle the fire 
lighting problem as long as fires shall 
be needed. 


The housewife's friend and divorce 


lawyer's Nemesis has been suggested 
as a good name for the ingenious Mr. 
Leek's invention, but he hasn't named 
Jt yet. It has only a number in the pat- 
ent office. It settles the question as to 
who shall light the fire by eliminating 
it altogether. The machine does the 
trick. 


It consists of a wheel with a. rough 


surface moved by a coiled spring whicli 
is connected with an ordinary alarm 
clock, says the New York Sun. A clamp 
holds several matches, which must be 
replaced after using, against the rough- 
ened surface of the wheel, and a wick 
supported by a wire hanger leads from 
the matches to the kindlings in the 
stove. A lot more wick is coiled inside 
the machine so that it can he pulled 
out and the supply be kept up for a 
long series of fire lightings. The ma- 
chine is set before the stove. 


The alarm clock, set for the fire light- 


ing hour, touches off the spring in the 
machine. The spring moves the wheel 
around, which lights the matches, 
which in turn ignite the oil soaked 
wick, and the flame runs down to the 
kindlings in the stove, the wick burn- 
ing itself out, and thus the fire is light- 
ed.

CHANGES IN EROS. 


Harked Variations In the Planet'* 


Light Pnzzie Astronomers, 


Eros, the little planet that has been 


watched so closely by astronomers late- 
ly on account of its nearness to the 
earth, has recently taken an additional 
Interest, says a Boston dispatch to the 
New York Times. Until within a short 
time Eros has been observed simply 
on account of Its position, by means of 
which it is hoped to determine more 
closely thfe distance between the earth 
and the sun. This spnng the planet 
has shown marked changes in light and 
Is the first of the asteroids in which 
variation of light has been firmlj es- 
tablished. 


It has been found by the Harvard 


observers that the Intensity of the 
light changes sometimes two or three 
times in as many hours. This is ac- 
counted for In two ways: Some as- 
tronomers think that one side of the 
planet is dark and the other light and 
that as it revolves first the light and 
then the dark side is- presented to the 
•watchers on earth. 
Other observers, 


nud especially those In Europe, believe 
that the planet Is double and that the 
two spheres so revolving around one 
another first present their combined 
light and then only the light of one. 
The planet is believed to revolve iu 
five hours.

The commissioner of public works in- 
vited proposals fur the work und^r sec- 
tion 54 of our charier. Whitney Bros, 
of this city were the lowest bidders, 
and, it seems to me, 'it inuia bu con- 
ceded that they are well iitted and 
Qualified to do the work. Their bid 
compares favorably 
with the prices

A lOfusal to accent their bid cannot 
be put'on the ground that it is nec- 
essary to protect the city with respect 
to the proper performance o'f the con- 
tract. You ask the city to reject their 
bid on the groirnd that hey "do not p'iy

trades." The city authorities must be 
free to make advantageous agreements 
for the citji, but they have no right to 
interfere with contractors in the exer- 
cise of judgment and discretion in the

The work Is to be paid for by 
taxes levied upon all, and all should 
have equal opportunities to bid and 
privilege to labor. The commissioner 
has no authority or right to force a dis- 
crimination between workmen in re- 
spect to the privilege of labor on pub- 
lic work, and there must be no dis- 
crimination of such nature as to re- 
strict competition and increase - the 
cost of the work.

A TALK ~ON JIBDS 


Many Children ai First of Series of 


Na'ure Talks 


The children's room at the public li- 


brary was. crowded with eagfr listen- 
ers Saturday 
afternoon, 
when the 


first of the nature talks to children 
was given. The subject for the first 
one was the common birds of this vi- 
cinity, and the speaker was Miss Har- 
riet A. Hathaway. 
The attendance 


was even larger than 
was expected, 


there being- fully Ifd grammar school 
children present, besides a number of 
older people. 
The- children showed 


their interest at every point, and in 
some of their answers to the ques- 
tions asked by Miss Hathaway re- 
vealed an intelligent unUorstanding of 
what they have loarned of birds in 
their schools, which was as surpris- 
ing as pleasing1 . 


There were shown in the room about 


00 colored pictures of common birds of 
'this- vicinity, there bcincr surprise on 
the part of the children that 
there 


were so many. Miss Hathaway spoke 
for about an hour, at the end of which 
time the children' v ere given an op- 
portunity to ask questions, which they 
improved to the full, many of them 
remaining after the talk to ask fur- 
ther questions that interested them. 


This talk was only the beginning of 


the effort that is being made through 
the library to interest the children in 
nature study in the way of origirJ.il 
investigation supplementing the work 
that is clone- in the 
public schools.

shooting birds. 


Birds mny l>e studied by means o-f 


pictures, books, museums, or the live 
birds themselves, the latter being far 
the best way. Mis Hathaway 
then 


spoke of the be:-t places for studying 
them, in the wo'uls where the trees 
are not too thick. 
She snid it was 


better to go to thf' game place often, 
and to begin with the- birds which 
were found frequent, so that an es- 
pecial study of one bird could be made 
fh-Ft, The time to study birds is early 
in the day, preferably before 0 'o'clock 
in the morning. More minute direc- 
tions as to how to study them were 
given, a.nrl then descriptions 'of sev- 
eral familiair birds, ^such 
as 
the 


thrasher, the thrush, and the wren, 
wore given. 


Observation of the birds should be 


followed with 
readii,^,. which 
will 


supplemoi.'l the knowledge gnir.ed by 
observation. Mlas TJnthnwuy then men 
Honed a nrmber of books which would 
b' well to read.
